A 40-year old Frederic man was killed 
early Sunday morning, October 7, when he 
lost control of his car on a curve, skidding 
into some trees and rolling his car over. 

Larry Gene Bottenfield, who was not 
wearing a seat belt, was thrown clear of his 
car, and was pronounced dead at the scene 
by the Crawford County Medical 
Examiner. He was alone in the car.

The 
accident occurred on County Road 612 west 
of Frederic, about one mile east of Manistee

The accident remains under investigation 

by the Crawford County Sheriff Depar-

KCC Millage 
Defeated 2908-21771 


Crawford County voters approved Kir- 
tland Community College’s request for an 
additional one and one-half mills for five 
years for operational purposes, but voters 
in Roscommon, Ogemaw and Oscoda coun- 
ties turned it down. The unofficial results of 
the OctoLer 8th election are 2908 No to 2171 
Yes. 

In Crawford County the millage passed in 
precinct 1 (the City of Grayling and 
Grayling Township), 334 yes to 261 no, but 
failed in precinct 2 (Frederic), 52 no to 61 
yes, and precinct 8 (Lovells), 51 no to 39 yes. 

Kirtland Community College President 
Raymond Homer said the college’s Board of 
Trustees would be meeting on Thursday, 
October 12, and he was sure how Kirtland 
should proceed in lieu of the millage defeat 
would be discussed. 

Homer said if the Board of Trustees ap- 
proves another millage election it would 
probably not be held until March or April of 
1990. Another option would he to wait until 
June, when Kirtland's Board of Trustee 
election is scheduled.

An AuSable Conservation Trust (Act) 
contingent of their membership will be at- 
tending the Michigan Air Pollution Control 
Commission public hearing in Lansing on 
October 17.

On Satuarday, October 7, ACT supporters 
traveled to the Georgia-Pacific Resin Plant 
gate and released 140 helium filled balloons 
with tags which read, ‘‘Hi, I’m representing 
ACT. If you find me, call 348-4984, collect. 
Thank you.” 

Another 100 balloons were released on 
Sunday, October 8. 

The purpose of the two balloon launches 
was to check which way the wind blows. A 
survey will be taken from people finding 
these balloons to determine where the for- 
maldehyde stack emissions may he going.

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Crawford’s CSC Rate High for the Area

Victim, victims, victimization and re- 
_ Victimization. Just as these words appear to 


become increasingly worse, so does the vic- 
timization that results from the occurrence of 
criminal sexual conduct (CSC). In Crawford 
County local and state police law enforcement 
agencies have received 24 reports of possible 
CSC cases from January 1 through mid-August, 
and several of these reports involve multiple 
charges, bringing the total to 29 separate in- 
cidences. 

The Crawford County Sheriff Department has 
investigated 19 CSC cases, the Grayling City 
Police four, and the Houghton Lake State Police 
Post one. 

Of the 29 CSC charges, 27 incidences were sub- 
stantiated and are in various legal stages. Ten 
cases have been to court for trial, five cases are 
currently in court, and the remaining cases are 
either pending court action or being actively in- 
vestigated. 

“The fact that one CSC incidence occurred in 
Crawford County this year is shocking,” said 
Assistant Prosecuting Attorney David Sabin, 
‘but the real shock comes when we learn that 
most of the victims in CSC cases are children."’

All but two of Crawford County's 27 substan- 
tiated cases involved juvenile victims. 

Sabin said that unfortunately, many CSC in- 
cidences involving children go unreported. 

‘‘Because most CSC cases are the product of 
incest (family member as_ perpetrator), 
pressure is brought to bear on the victim to keep 
quiet, and not upset the family structure,’’ he 
said. 

ONLY TIP OF NASTY ICEBERG 

For this reason Lt. Jim Parker, a detective 
with the Crawford County Sheriff Department, is 
convinced reported CSC cases are only the tip of 
avery nasty iceberg. 


Local Victim Says Children 
Not Protected Enough 


(The following interview is with a Crawford 
County woman who suffered sexual abuse as a 
child growing up in our community and learned 
how it affected her life. It was her hope that by 
revealing her experiences that other victims will 
better understand their own victimization and 
inform them that there is help out there if they 
will just look for it. She has asked that her name 
be withheld from the article to protect her 
family.) 


‘In my opinion, incest is the worst form of 
sexul abuse,’’ said a Crawford County woman 
who refers to herself as a survivor of incest. ‘‘It 
is usually not confined to one incidence like rape 
is, but is a reoccurring nightmare that ts corn- 
pounded because the victims are usually 
children, Incest is further compounded by the 
fact that the perpetrator either lives in the home 
or is a frequent visitor to the home making telling 
someone about the abuse very difficult for a 
child.”’ 

CHILDREN NO LONGER AS PRECIOUS 

‘It would not surprise me if the incidence of 
criminal sexual conduct is increasing,’’ she said. 
‘Children are no longer considered a precious 
commodity. Society does not adequately protect 
them from abusive family situations (too little 
monies for adequate staffing for social service 
and protective service agencies), from 
educational systems that can afford to pay for 
athletic and band programs, but cannot afford a 
school nurse or an adequate counselling staff to 
meet the needs of the children, and from the 
television industry (those producing the 
programs available, the advertisers who sponsor 
the programs, and the individual television 
stations who broadcast the programs) which 
exhibits littleor no responsibility in protecting 
children from the often gruesome realities of

adult life, that even some adults have a difficult 
time comprehending.”’ 

“Tt all comes down to priorities and the 
almighty dollar, and in my opinion, the children 
are being short-changed,’’ she said. 

CHILDREN NOT CARED FOR 

“T have known people, parents of small 
children, who spent more time researching 
which new car was the best buy for the money 
than they did the credentials of the day care cen- 
ter or baby sitter they entrusted with their 
children. Economic need, greed and career pur- 
suit are causing parents to turn over the care of 
their children to virtual strangers. As statistics 
show, all too often these children are not being 
“cared for’’ but abused and many times this 
abuse comes in the form of sexual abuse.”’ 

‘In my case, my mother did not work outside 
the home until my brother and I were in high 
school,’’ she said. ‘‘Like so many cases of sexual

‘“Tt’s not that it is not happening to adults,’’ he 
said. ‘‘Rape, sexual harassment, and other for- 
ms of CSC occur all the time, the difference is 
that embarrassment and fear of public exposure 
keeps the adults from reporting them.”’ 

To determine how the number of CSC in 
Crawford County compared to nearby counties, 
statistics were gathered from Roscommon, Ot- 
sego and Oscoda counties. The findings were: 

* Crawford County, population 9,465: 29 repor- 
ted.cases, 27 substantiated, 27 cases involved in 
court or still being investigated, 25 involved 
juveniles. 

* Roscommon County (figures from Richfield 
Township unavailable), population 16,374: 12 
reported cases, 7 substantiated, 7 cases involved 
in court or still being investigated, 7 cases in- 
volved juveniles. 

* Otsego County population 14,993: 11 repor- 
ted, 8 substantiated, 4 dismissed by prosecutor 
(no warrants issued), 4 under investigation, 8 in- 
volved juveniles. 

* Oscoda County, population 6,858: 7 reported 
cases, 5 substantiated, 4 cases pending court ac- 
tion, there was no report on how many Oscoda, 
cases involved juveniles. 


CSC CASES INCREASING? 

From these statistics, Crawford County ap- 
pears to have considerably more CSC cases than 
her neighbors. While conducting the compartson 
there also seemed to be some disagreement 


about whether CSC cases were actually in- 
creasing or whether they were just being repor- 


ted more. 


An officer from the West Branch State Police 
post said CSC cases were increasing with nearly 
10 times as many being reported now than five or 
ten years ago. He credited some of the increase 
to better education in communities, but said it 


was occurring in greater frequency, too. 

Sabin and Lt. Parker credit the increase repor- 
ting to better education of children. 

‘People are now identifying their father, 
brother, sister, mother, aunt and uncle as per- 
petrator,’’ said Sabin, ‘‘and themselves as vic- 
tim.”’ 


* Dr. Cross agreed that children are reporting 


sexual abuse more, and speculated that in- 
creases may be due in part because the ‘‘blended 
family’' (divorced and remarried couples) 
allows perpetrators to rationalize their abusive 
behavior by saying this isn’t really my daughter 
or my son. 

An officer with the Gaylord City Police Depar- 
tment said they very seldom get a CSC report. 

Are Crawford County children better educated 
and consequently reporting the cases more than 
the children in Roscommon, Otsego and Oscoda 
counties? Or are Crawford County’s children 
being victimized more often than children in 
these neighboring counties? 

Sabin said that every prosecutor evaluates 
potential CSC complaints differently. Some will

4 Grayling Men Survive U.P. Airplane Crash 


Four Grayling men were injured on Sunday, 
October 1, when their 4-seat Cessna 177 Cardinal 
overshot the Manistique Schoolcraft Airport 
runway and crashed into a field. 

Grayling City Police Chief Peter Stephan, 52, 
pilot of the aircraft, injured his hip in the crash, 
and was taken to Schoolcraft Memorial Hospital. 

Later Sunday evening he was transferred to 


Northern Michigan Hospital in Petoskey where 


he under went surgery for a dislocated hip. He 
was released from the hospital on Wednesday, 
October 3, and has returned to administrative 
duties with the police department. 

His three passengers, Dale Peterson, 68, Jay 
Stephan, 83, and Daniel Peterson, 34, suffered a 
variety of minor cuts and injuries and sought 
their own medical treatment. 

The crash occurred at about 11 4.m. when 
Stephan became distracted by a radio tran- 
smigsion from the airport in Manistee. 

“T had been in radio contact with the 
Manistique airport,’’ said Stephan, ‘‘and had 
been given the active runway and altimeter set- 
ting for runway 19 with no reported traffic.” 

Stephan said runway 19 in Manistique is not a 
very long runway, about 2500 feet, so he set his 
landing to begin on the most northern portion to 
allow plenty of room to execute the landing 
safely. . 

‘‘When I was on my descent,] heard another 
aircraft call Manistee airport saying he was lan- 
ding on runway 27,”’ Stephan said. ‘‘I mistook

I was digging through some of 
my junk today and found my old W. 
W. II ration book. That sure 
brought forth a lot of memories. 
Sugar, coffee, meat, vegetables, 
shoes and gas were some of the 
items that were rationed. I 
remember meat was on the point 
system, each kind and cut was so 
many points. Women had to plan 
meals that used the fewest points 
or there was no meat on the table 
until the next stamps came out. 

Coffee and sugar were the ones 
that bothered us the most. Mom 
‘saved all the sugar she could to use 
in canning and baking. We used 
saccharin tablets to sweeten our 
morning cup of coffee. Mom can- 
ned a lot of our food back then and 
needed the sugar we saved. I 
‘remember that some folks canned 
blackberries by dropping = an 
‘aspirin tablet in each jar instead of 
‘sugar. It must have worked 
because I don't remember anyone 
‘dying from eating them. 

Gas was rationed not only to save 
gas but also to save tires which 
were just about impossible to get in 
those days. Every place you looked 
you saw signs which read ‘IS THIS 
“TRIP NECESSARY?'’ If you ran 
out of gas you had to park it till you 
got stamps again. If I remember 
right you were allowed two pairs of 
shoes a year, which was all right--

I SEE BY THE PAPERS the Air 
Force has said ‘‘no’’ to a proposal 
to fly a military employee across 
the country so he can die at home. 

A young computer technician, 
who is a civilian defense Depar- 
tment computer operator in 
California, is dving of brain cancer. 
He grew up in Massachusetts and 
wants to die near his family and 
friends. But he’s too weak to fly 
commercially, and his family can’t 
afford the $29,000 to hire a cross- 
country air ambulance. 

So the Air Force was asked to 
give him a military air ambulance 
ride home .... and, of course, the 
politicians came out of the woods to 
put in a good word for the young 
man and his family. 

The Air Force said ‘‘no."" It 
would violate service regulations, 
and cost too much morniey, they 
said.

On Saturday mornings I watched 
kids shows from eight until noon. 
My favorites were ‘‘Fury’” and 
‘Sky King.”’ 

Every Sunday evening I cried at 
the adventures of Timmy and his 
collie Lassie. To this day, just 
hearing: the theme music to 
‘‘Lassie’’ can make me cry. 

I was a faithful viewer of ‘‘Walt 
Disney.’’ Jiminy Cricket played a 
significant role in the development 


of my ethical system. and my 
ability to spell ‘‘e-n-c-y-c-]-0-p-e-d-i- 


a’'’ correctly. Every time I write 
that word, I sing its spelling in my 
head. 

I used to beg my parents to let me 
stay up until 9:00 (8:30 was my bed- 
time) to watch the entire hour of 
‘‘Bonanza.'’ I was in love with 
Michael Landon as Little Joe Car- 
twright. 

On Friday evenings, I went next 
door to Sandy Porebski’s house, 
where we ate popcorn and watched 
‘‘Rawhide.’’ Kids today think that 
Clint Eastwood is Dirty Harry and 
says, ‘‘Come on, make my day.’’ A 
younger Eastwood of nearly three 
decades ago was cowherder Rowdy 
Yates and said, ‘‘Head ‘em up, 
move ‘em out.”’ 

In my teens I watched Rob and 
Laura Petrie on ‘‘The Dick Van 
Dyke Show.”’ Then I followed Mary 
Tyler Moore to her own sitcom. 
And from'that show, I followed 
Valerie Harper to “Rhoda.” 

With my college friends I wat- 
ched the soap opera spoof ‘‘Mary 
Hartman, Mary Hartman.’”’ As TV 
became more cynical and 
irreverant, I turned to ‘‘All in the 
Family,” ‘‘Maude”’ and ‘‘Soap.’’ 

My relationships with characters 
on television were just that -- 
relationships. It was nearly always 
the actor or the show tft dropped 
me, the faithful viewer, rather than 
the reverse. 

I missed Billie and Rossi after 
the ‘‘Lou Grant Show’’ was can- 
celled. I worried about Sam and 
Diane after she called off the wed- 
ding on ‘‘Cheers.’’ I hated saying 
good-bye to the cops on ‘‘Hill Street 
Blues’’ when it completed its run.: 

Yet, at the same time, my 
television. viewing ‘habits were 
changing. As I became aware of 
TV’s limitations -- poor program- 
ming, poor quality, poor taste with 
occasional exceptions -- I in- | 
creasingly turned my attention to 
other media forms: to radio, 
cassette tapes and movies. 

I stopped watching most shows, 
sporadically caught a few, and 
totally missed others. Although 
‘St. Elsewhere’’ was reputed to be 
a fine series, for example, I never 
watched enough episodes’ to 
develop a real interest in the plot or 
the characters.

on 6, the Public Broadcasting 
Channel. 

I play Dave's Gregorian chants 
and Japanese space music and 
Buckwheat Zydaco tapes. I rent 
films to watch on our VCR. I catch 
the major motion pictures that 
come to the Rialto. 

But with the exception of OLA, 
Law,’’ which I always watch (we 
bought our video cassette‘ player 
long after everybody else on the 
block had one in order to tape an 
episode we had to miss), and my 
favorite, the ‘‘Today"' show, I don't 
watch much TV anymore. 

Which brings me, finally, to my 
point. I wish that NBC would quit 
fooling around with ‘‘Today’’ and 
leave well enough alone. 

I have been a loyal fan of NBC's 
morning news show for as long as I 
can remember. But now the net- 
work is messing around with 
‘‘Today”’ and I don’t like it. 

Recently they demoted the per- 
fectly adequate newsman John 
Palmer to ‘‘NBC News at Sunrise’”’ 
and brought up Deborah Norville to 
fill his position plus sit around and 
chat with Bryant and Jane. Nor- 
ville’s good, but that seemed sort of 
nasty to do to John, who was a 
competent employee. 

So okay, I'll learn to live with 
that if John can be a sport about it. 
But now I hear that NBC is talking 
about Deborah Norville replacing 
Jane Pauley as co-host. I say 
forget it. Jane is an institution on 
‘‘Today’’. 

In her mid-twenties when she 
replaced Barbara Walters ten 
years ago, she has -- literally and 
professionally -- grown up on 
‘Today’ and I’ve grown up with 
her. J converse with her daily 
through my television set. She is 
always ‘Jane,’ never “Pauley” 
and rarely ‘‘Jane Pauley.”’ 

She makes nice harmony with 
her co-host, confident and 
sometimes pompous Bryant Gum- 
bel; with the weatherman, 
gregarious and sometimes 
tasteless Willard Scott; with the 
movie reviewer, witty and 
sometimes unpredictable Gene 
Shalit. They have some flaws, 
sure, but I like them and ‘‘Today”’ 
the way they are. 

Now NBC its forcing Jane to har- 
monize with the competent, 
beautiful and younger Deborah 
Norviile. That's alright. They do 
fine together.

require stronger cases than others before they 
wilt agree lo prosecute. Some will not prosecute 
unless there isa guilty plea. 

‘We probably jump on most of the cases we 
receive," he said, “as long as we feel comfor- 
table that a conviction is possible. 1am sure we 
take some cases that other prosecutors 
wouldn't."’ 

Sabin and Parker said that once a CSC case 
gets to court the likelihood of a conviction, or 
that the suspect will plead guilty is good. 

VICTIMIZATION SPREADS 

Victimization begins with the criminal! acts 
and then seems to spread out in all directions un- 
til it touches everyone in the community. 

Sabin said the court can appear to be par- 
ticipating in re-victimization when, to insure that 
the defendant's rights are upheld, pot shots are 
taken at the victim’s’ possible character imper- 
fections such as lying, stealing or cheating, in an 
attempt to discredit the testimony. 

Re-victimization can also occur when court 
trials end in hung juries or when the appellate 
court rules that, because of a technicality, a case 
must be retried. 

Sabin said one such case was scheduled for its 
third trial when the mother of the victim said, 
'Knough is enough." 

“I would have gone through with the trial,”’ 
Sabin said, ‘because I felt strongly that the 
suspect should be in jail, but I could also under- 
stand the mother’s concerns. In this case, the 
defendant plead guilty and was sentenced for 
time already served, and after only about two

the transmission as stating that he was landing 
on runway 27 Manistique, which would have put 
him on a 90 degree intersecting course with my 
landing pattern.”’ 

Frances Bernard, a radio operator at the 
Manistique airport said this was not the first time 
there has been confusion over the two airport 
names. ‘‘We try to say ‘Manistique Schoolcraft 
Airport’ to avoid confusion.”’ 

Believing the other aircraft was in his vicinity, 
Stephan said he asked Dale Peterson to help 
him look for the plane. Meanwhile Stephan’s 
aircraft continued its landing approach, drifting 
down the runway. 

‘‘When I looked back to the instrument panel, I 
saw that my air speed was about 65 miles per 
hour, and I realized I had only about 1000 ft. of 
runway left. 

Stephan was attempting to abort the landing 
and had raised the aircraft about 15 feet off the 
ground and maneuvered it over U.S. 2 when he 
saw the cable television wires (about one inch in 
diameter) stretched out in front of him. 

Officer Lombardi, from the Alma police 


department, witnessed'‘the crash and reported

years, the defendant went free.’'. 

Grayling City Police Chief Peter Stephan ex- 
plained that CSC victims can also be persons 
falsely accused of the crime. 

‘Even if innocence is proven beyond any 
doubt,’’ he said, ‘‘the stigma of being accused 
never really disappears. In many cases the 
defendant's victimization includes an enormous 
legal debt. 

Stephan said law enforcement agencies need 
to proceed with CSC investigations prudently, 
remembering that their job is to uphold the legal 
rights of both the suspected offender as well as 
the victim. 

Other innocent victims in CSC cases includes 
every taxpayer in CrawfordCounty who wind up 
paying the bil! for costly trials and retrials. 

LONG-TERM EFFECTS 

Dr. Cross explained that abused children 
usually do not exhibit any effects of their abuse 
immediately after disclosure, although sym- 
ptoms can occur at any time. 

‘Most of my sexually abused clients are in 
their forties, and trying to find out why they are 
so depressed,”’ she said. 

Victims of sexual abuse, especially incest, of- 
ten suffer severe long-term effects that can take 
years to surface and can range from depression, 
anxiety, excessive and compulsive behavior, an 
inability to trust, promiscuity and serious per- 
sonality disturbances to suicide. Because these 
problems manifest themselves years after the 
victimization occurred, rarely do these victims 
equate their suffering with their abused 
childhood experiences. 


that after the plane hit the wire the left wing of 
Stephan's single-engine airplane hit the ground 
first causing the airplane to cartwheel across the 
field about six times before it came to rest on its 
top. 

‘Once the airplane hit the wire I knew we were 
done,”’ Stephan said. ‘I hollered, ‘Hang on 
we're goin in’, and tried to keep the nose of the 
plane up. After I felt the force of the initial im- 
pact and we took our first bounce, I remember 
thinking ‘My God, I'm going to kill us all’.”' 

Help was at the scene almost immediately, 
and Stephan said he couldn't believe he was still 
alive. 

‘‘While I was laying on the ground I just kept 
staring at Jay, Dale and Danny to reaffirm that 
they had all survived."’ 

Stephan said the accident was the result of 
pilot error and that the Federal Aviation Ad- 
ministration is investigating the crash. 

‘They will determine whether confusion in the 
air over radio transmissions contributed to the 
crash,’’ he said. 

Stephan has been flying since 1968, receiving 
his pilot’s license in 1971. Since that time he has 
logged over 250 hours of cockpit time. |

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abuse, mine was a case of incest (sexual abuse 
by a family member, usually an adult, but can 
also occur between siblings, cousins, etc. or per- 
sons in authority).’’ My perpetrator was Uncle 
Bill, who ‘just loved little girls.’ He and his wife 
didn’t have children of their own so whenever my 
mother and father had to be away, my brother 
and I usually stayed with them. Uncle Bill was 
also there for Thanksgiving, Christmas, birth- 
days and occasional] Sunday dinner when we all 
returned from church."’ 
INCEST BEGAN AT AGE 6 

''T was six years old when the incest began and 
it continued until I was in my early teens and 
Uncle Bill was transferred to another city. I 
never told anyone.”’ 

“Today, children are told by their parents, 
teachers and the news media to ‘‘tell’’ if someone 
is doing or even talking in a way that makes the 
child uncomfortable, and this is great,’’ she said.’ 

“They are told to tell and tell and tell until 
someone listens and does something to stop the 
hurting.”’ 

“Looking back on my situation, with the in- 
sights of an adult, I can understand how not 
telling anyone was possible. When I was growing

up in the fifty’s and sixty’s I was taught by my 
parents and teachers that if I could not say 
something nice about someone then not to say 
anything at all. I was taught to respect my 
elders, and to do what I was told,"’ she said. 
“Being respectful was one of the prerequisites of - 
being a ‘good girl’, and I wanted to be a ‘good 
girl’ and to please my parents."’ 

In the beginning, I did not have a sense that 
what Uncle Bill was doing was wrong,’’ she 
recalled. ‘‘I only knew that he was hurting me. I 
am not sure when I determined that the acts 
were wrong, but I remember not telling because 
it would make my father angry with Uncle Bill, 
and it would hurt my mother terribly.’’ 

“Children need to be held close and kissed and 
told they are special by members of their family. 
When a hug is given by an adult and a child 
reciprocates they do so out of trust. When incest 
results because a child trusted and came close 
that trust is violated. For me the trust was 
violated too often, and now, even with therapy, I 
do not trust anyone. I do not have many friends, 
and I do not confide my persona! thoughts and 
feelings to anyone. I have been married to the 
Same man for 16 years, and have what most 
people would consider a good marriage. I give 
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“It all comes down to 
priorities and the almighty 
dollar, and in my opinion, 
the children are being shor- 
changed.”’

full credit to this to my husband, who has under. 
stood the situation when I was still unable to do 
so. He is the one exception to my inability to 
trust.’’ 

OUT OF CONTROL 

“When Uncle Bill moved from Grayling I 
thought my nightmare was over, and for many 
years it was,’’ she said. ''I thought I was fine, 
and then I began having children of my own, and 
found myself unable to leave them with anyone. 
About this same time I began to experience 
several other excessive behaviors such as 
drinking too much, buying dozens of pairs of 
shoes and throwing myself into massive projects 
to keep myself busy and to find self-worth 
through the praises of others. I could not stand to 
be home alone, so when the children were ia 
school I was out contributing to and getting my 
needed perks from whatever causes I could find. 
While working on one of these projects, I ac- 
cidentally learned about an incest survivor's 
group that met in Petoskey. It was at ‘‘group”’, 
listening to other incest survivors, that I realized 
just how out of control I was, and I decided to 
begin psycho-therapy.”’ 

‘Today, 31 years after the sexual abuse began, 
I am beginning to cope with its side effects,"’ she 
said. ‘‘What happened happened; the con- 
sequences of the incest are real. I cannot change 
either of those occurrences, but through psycho- 
therapy and group exchanges, I have learned 
why I feel as I do, that I am not alone in those 
feelings, and that through understanding my 
sometimes compulsive behaviors I can also con- 
trol them.” 

‘Believe it or not,’’ she said, ‘‘I am one of the 
lucky ones. Many incest victims become so con- 
fused and consumed by anger, hatred, resen- 
tment and their own low self-esteem that they do 
not understand, they destroy their lives through 
prostitution, drug and alcohol abuse, and even 
suicide. All because an adult did not act respon- 
sibly.”’

On September 11, 1989, Michigan Consolidated 
Gas Company (MichCon) filed an application with the 
Michigan Public Service Commission {Commission} 
requesting authority to amend ils gas rate schedules 
to increase its annual gas revenues by approximately 
$78.8 million. In support of its application, MichCon 
filed testimony and exhibits. 

MichCon is a Michigan corporation with principal 
offices located at 500 Griswold Street, Detroit, Mich- 
igan and is engaged in the distribution, sale and trans- 
portation of natural gas to approximately one million 
residential, commercial and industrial customers in 
Michigan. 

MichCon’s current rates were approved by the 
Commission in Consolidated Cases Nos. U-8635, 
U-8812 and U-8854 and were based on MichCon's 
projected operating results for the year ending June . 
30, 1989 

MichCon represents that, beginning January 1991, 
its current rates will be inadequate to permit it to earn 
a fair return on its intrastate utility property dedica- 
ted to public use. MichCon further represents that these 
rates will not be just, reasonable and nonconfiscatory 
as required by the Constitution of the United States 
and the Constitution of the State. of Michigan. 

MichCon represents that it will continue to incur 
increases in its cost of providing natural gas service 
which include additions to and replacements of utility 

plant needed to provide safe and reliable service, related 
depreciation, operation and maintenance expense, 
uncollectibles, taxes and higher capital costs. 

MichCon represents that its request for rate relief 
is based on a projected test year beginning January 1, 
1991. Applied to projected test year sales and trans- 
portation, MichCon represents that its base rates now 
in effect produce annual revenues which fall short of 
its projected test year cost of service by approximately 
$78.8 million annually and that the current rates will 
not recover increased costs and provide the 9.44% over- 
all rate of return on its investment, including a 14% 
return on common equity, requested in its application. 

MichCon represents that its proposed rates would 
increase its annual revenues by approximately $78.8 
million over the annual revenue produced by existing 
rates. 

Tables A and B below are comparisons of MichCon’s 
existing and proposed rates and charges by rate 
schedule. 

MichCon also proposes the following additional 
se changes: 

1. Adding a provision to Sales Rate Schedule No. 

1 to provide for a $25.00 charge for basic con- 
venience, or seasonal-on, orders. 

2. Adding a provision to Sales Rate Schedule Nos. 
1, 2 and 2A to provide for a $10.00 charge for 
the first field collection call made in any month 
which does not result in a discontinuance of 
service. 

3. Reducing the Transportation Rate Schedule Nos. 
T-1 and T-2 charge for use of its production and 
gathering facilities to $.1880 per thousand cubic 
feet (Mcf). 

4, Adding provisions to Transportation Rate 
Schedule Nos. T-1 and T-2 to provide for a 
charge of $.10 per Mcf, per month on excess 
deliveries not approved in the months of Sep- 
tember through November. 

In addition, MichCon requests the following: 

1, Approval of an Operating Incentive Plan. 

2. Elimination of its 90:10 refunding mechanism. 

3. Amortization and recovery of the costs associ- 
ated with the Positive Billing Program pursuant 
to 1989 PA 200, Section 814.
